American ship owners have practically abandoned com- 
mo fee on Ute high seas and confine their operations to the coast­ 
wise trade which means simply th at their ships are only navi­ 
gated between points oil the coast line of this country. 
The o p e n in g of t h e Panama canal extends tin* available 
coastline to these American vessel owners until it includes both 
tile east and west coast lines. 
A great manx of the steamship com pain cs engaged in the 
I roast wise trades perhaps the larger part of them, are controled 
fertile large I rails-continental railway companies ami to allow 
the vessels of such companies to use the canal toll free would 
rotifer upon such companies and the companies controlling 
them an enormous beneiit. 
The position of President Wilson is that these American 
steamship companies engaged in the coastwise trade, should 
}>ay toll for the use.of the canal just the same as vessel owners 
of any other nation.

The jieople of the United States paid millions to build the 
canal with the idea of benefitting commerce and of charging 
loll fees for the use of the canal, to reimburse the treasury of 
tin United S t a t e s for tin* millions of dollars of the p e o p l e ’s 
money which were spent in its construction. 
American shippers who use the coast wise vessels must pay
